( c) Certificate of Merit: Printed on thick paper with a 
suitable design , containing similar details .

- Without prejudice to the provisions of rules 8 and 
9 , any procluction of 2 category mentioned in rule 4 , pro 
duced wholly in the Union of India during the year ending 
15th August of the year in which the award is inade , shall 
be eligible for admission to the competition for the award . 
Nore .-- It is essential that the designing of the various 

antrics , 14 well as their printing are mmpletely 
executed in India ; otherwise , they will not bc cligible 
for the award of a prize . 


13 . The members as well as Chairman of the Committet 
shall be nominated by the Government, 

Provided that no person , who in any particulas ycar is in 
any way connected with thic affairs of an organisation , or 
Intercstcd in its working which has submited entry or citrico 
for the compellion , or who lijmself is a competitor for the 
xward , shall be appointed to the Committce in that year. 


14 . Appointment to the Committcc will be honorary but 
the Chairman and niemhers may be allowed travelling and 
daily allowance at thic discretion of thc Government, 


15 . Selection of entries for award of prizes . - All the cntria 
reccivcu , which salisfy conditions laid down in these rules , 
shall be examined by the Cominittce in accordance with such 
procedure as may be delermined by thein . 


16 . The Committee shall sclcct thrçcentrics, under cach 
category and place these in order of merit , viz . the best 
entry , the second best and the third bcat entry , in any pril 
cular category , and makc Uicir recominendations to the Gov 
ernment for award of prizes .
